Governor activates 
National Guard ahead 
of grand jury decision

Missouri Gov. Jay Nixon activated the state’s 
National Guard on Monday and declared a 
state of emergency in anticipation of a grand 
jury decision on whether to indict Ferguson 
police officer Darren Wilson in the shooting 
death of Michael Brown. 

“These additional resources will support 
law enforcement’s efforts to maintain peace 
and protect those exercising their right to 
free speech,” Nixon said, noting the guard will 
“free up law enforcement officers to remain 
focused on community policing and protect- 
ing constitutional rights.” 

Under the executive order, St. Louis Coun- 
ty police will be responsible for securing Fer- 
guson protest areas. 

The St. Louis County prosecutor has said 
he expects the grand jury’s decision later this 
month. The Justice Department also is in- 
vestigating Brown's death and the Ferguson 
Police Department, but has not announced 
when its inquiries will end. 

‘All people in the St. Louis region deserve 
to feel safe in their communities and to make 
their voices heard without fear of violence 
or intimidation,” Nixon said in a statement 
Monday. 

Local police chiefs praised the decision to 
call in the guard, whom Nixon activated during 
protests following Brown’s death Aug. 9. 

Police agencies across the St. Louis area 
have been arming themselves and training 


5 QUESTIONS ABOUT 
THE GRAND JURY IN 
FERGUSON CASE

No one really knows what is going on inside 
the room where grand jurors are weighing the 
fate of white police officer Darren Wilson, 
who fatally shot Michael Brown, an unarmed 
18-year-old black man, on Aug. 9 in Ferguson, 
Mo. 

But, based on how grand juries usually 
work, and statements made by officials in re- 
cent months, we have a sense of the process, 
which is expected to end soon with either 
charges against the officer or an exoneration.

WHAT IS AGRAND JURY? 

A grand jury is the body that examines an in- 
cident and decides whether to bring charges. 
It can use its subpoena power to demand that 
documents be produced, can hear witnesses 
and weigh the evidence. It can return a “true 
bill,” or indictment, and the defendant is then 
arraigned on the charges and guilt or inno- 
cence is determined by petit jury. If the grand 
jury finds that no charges are merited, it can 
choose not to indict, also known as a “no bill.” 
In many jurisdictions, grand juries are also used 
to investigate and issue reports pointing out 
flaws in official systems. 


WHAT DOES A GRAND JURY DECIDE? 

A grand jury can return an indictment if the evi- 
dence shows a probable cause that the person 
committed the crime. The indictment doesn’t 
mean that the defendant is guilty of anything,

WHAT HAVE THE JURORS DONE? 

They have listened to witnesses and looked 

at evidence such as autopsies. It has not been 
made public how many witnesses have testi- 
fied, but Wilson reportedly has appeared and 
told his side of the confrontation with Brown. 
According to a variety of reports and news 
conferences, several witnesses are believed 
to have testified about what appears to be an 
altercation between Wilson and Brown at the 
officer’s car. At least one shot was fired with 
Wilson in the car and hit Brown in the arm. 
However, that shot did not kill Brown, who fled 
with Wilson in pursuit, according to reports. 
Brown either tried to surrender with his hands 
up or he charged Wilson, according to differ- 
ing accounts. Wilson fired a volley of shots,

WHAT ARE THE QUESTIONS THE 
GRAND JURY MUST DECIDE? 

We have yet to learn all of the details, but there 
are clearly many questions the jurors are likely 
to weigh: What was Wilson doing when he 
stopped Brown and a friend on a public street? 
Was there a struggle at the car and what are 
the details? Did Wilson intentionally kill Brown 
or was he negligent? Did Wilson use exces- 
sive force in firing at least six times to subdue 
Brown? How far away was Wilson when he 
fired the fatal shot? Were Brown’s hands up 

or down? Did Wilson fire out of fear for his life 
or that Brown would commit violence against 
others? 


WHEN WILL THE JURORS VOTE? 
That is the $64,000 question as the St. Louis 
area tensely waits.

Final Riot Fest repair bill for park: 


Organizers say Humboldt 
Park fixes are complete

Riot Fest organizers announced Monday that 
repairs to Humboldt Park, damaged during 
the three-day music festival, are complete and 
the price tag is $150,000. 

However, stretches of the Northwest Side 
park, home to the fest, remain closed to the 
public. Areas around the baseball fields are 
fenced off, and patches of mud are visible at 
the north end of the park where the fest’s 
headliners played in September. 

Thousands of concertgoers flocked to the 
fest, bordered by North Avenue to the north, 
Division Street to the south, California Av- 
enue to the east and Kedzie Avenue to the 


west. Juned hey rains helper turn the park 
into a muddy Slip’N Slide. 

“It rained and we damaged the park. Not 
only did we fix it, but, we’re always setting 
our sights on helping make Humboldt Park 
world-class,” Riot Fest founder Michael Pet- 
ryshyn said in a prepared statement. 

“To me, it’s one of the best parks in the US., 
let alone Chicago. There’s an ought here on 
our end to make sure we are part of the beau- 
tification process.” 

Repair work to areas of the park included 
grading, reseeding, adding topsoil and soil 
aeration, according to a news release issued 
by Riot Fest. The areas around the ball fields 
were addressed immediately, organizers said, 
to get them ready for the baseball season 
which starts in March. Fencing was installed 


to prtect the areas where Tepairs were made, 

The damage was less costly than antici- 
pated. Organizers said the price tag for the 
repairs was roughly $150,000, which was 
less than the $182,000 cost estimate but still 
more than the estimated $54,300 spent on 
grounds repairs last year when the festival had 
a smaller footprint. 

Comparatively, Grant Park had turf dam- 
age after this year’s Lollapalooza, costing pro- 
moter C3 Presents $260,544 to fix. Restoration 
of Grant Park into a grassy, green lawn was re- 
cently completed, and chain-link fences were 
removed to reopen the park to the public. 

In addition to paying for the Humboldt 
Park repairs, Riot Fest organizers for the sec- 
ond year will distribute 600 turkeys to neigh- 
borhood families in need on Nov. 24 at the

Wedding bells for Manson? 


Notorious mass mur- 
derer Charles Manson 
has obtained a license 
to wed a 26-year-old 
woman who has vis- 
ited him in prison for 
seven years. According 
to records with the 
Kings County Clerk 
Recorder, 80-year-old Manson and Afton Elaine 
Burton applied for a marriage license Nov. 7. 

Manson has been incarcerated at Corcoran 
State Prison since 1989. He is serving a life sen- 
tence for his part in the 1969 Tate-LaBianca 
killings. 

Burton, who also goes by Star, reportedly 
moved from Illinois to California to be closer

to Manson and told Rolling Stone magazine last 
year that the couple planned to marry. “T'll tell 
you straight up, Charlie and I are going to get 
married,” Star told the magazine. “When that 
will be, we don’t know. But I take it very seri- 
ously. Charlie is my husband.” 

But Manson denied Burton’s claim at the 
time, telling the magazine, “That’s a bunch of 
garbage. ... We're just playing that for public 
consumption.” 

If the wedding goes forward, the convicted 
killer probably won’t have an opportunity to 
consummate his marriage anytime soon. Man- 
son, who is serving a life sentence and has been 
denied parole a dozen times, does not qualify for 
overnight family visits, which are better known 
as conjugal visits.

Derrick Rose missed his second straight 
game since suffering a strained left ham- 
string and did not play in Monday’s high- 
profile matchup against Chris Paul and 
the L.A. Clippers. 

“There’s no need for anyone to play 
through injuries with the talent we have 
on this team,” Rose said. “Just too bad it’s 
me. Try to get back out there as quick as 
possible, but wait until I’m 100 percent.” 

The Bulls are calling Rose day-to-day. 
But given how conservative they have 
been with a player returning from missing 
all but 10 games the past two seasons to 
knee injuries and the fickle nature of ham- 
strings, it’s possible, if not likely, Rose will 
miss more time.
